Remap Measure 
Passes Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A par­ 
tisan bill to remap Ohio congressional 
districts has passed both houses of the 
General Assembly, but enactment of 
the controversial Democratic plan into 
law was in doubt today. 


The redistricting bill gained final 
floor approval in the Senate Friday 
night, but an appeals court order 
shattered 
m ajority 
D em ocrats’ 
strategy to bypass Republican Ii. Gov. 
John W. Brown in rushing the measure 
to the desk of Democratic Gov. John J. 
Gilligan. 


The 10th District Court of Appeals 
permanently barred President Pro 
Tem Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, from 
superseding Brown, by signing ap­ 
proved legislation before it is sent to 
the governor. 
That leaves it all up to Brown unless 
the Ohio Supreme Court hears a 
Democratic appeal today and over­ 
turns the lower court order. 
With or without Brown’s signature, 
the redistricting bill and five other 
pieces of Democratic legislation must 
reach Gilligan before Republican 
Gov.-elect James A. Rhodes is sv'om 
in Monday or face certain vetos. 
The redistricting bill passed the 
Senate 18-13 after nearly three hours of

MOSCOW (AP) — Two Soviet 
cosm onauts reported today “ ev­ 
erything is going well’’ as their Soyuz 
17 spacecraft went into earth orbit 
headed for possible docking with a 
space lab launched 16 days ago.

Grechko, both 43, was seen over 
Russian television.

Soviet officials said at the 
time they planned no further space re­ 
hearsals for the U.S.-Soviet joint 
venture. 
The Western expert said that the 
Soyuz 17 mission would provide ex­ 
perience in docking and boarding that 
would be helpful for the joint mission. 


MCCOMB, Miss. (AP) - A series of 
deadly tornadoes that swooped down 
out of a fastmoving storm in Dixie 
have left at least ll persons known 
dead, some 200 injured and patches of 
destruction in four states. 
A 12th person was reported missing, 
and officials estimated damage in the 
millions. 
The wonder of it was that more were 
not killed by the swirling winds which 
struck Friday. 
For instance, a twister smashed into 
an elementary school here while 300 
pupils crouched in the hallways, but 
the most serious injury was a broken 
leg. 
Another tornado ripped the roof 
from a school gym in Opelousas, La., 
while 600 youngsters cowered on the 
floor. The only injuries were a few 
bruises. 
“We may have seen a miracle that 
more people weren’t killed,” said 
Mississippi Gov. Bill Waller as he 
inspected damage here and moved to 
have McComb declared a disaster 
area. 
McComb, a southwest Mississippi 
city of 39,900, was hardest hit of a 
dozen towns that suffered tornado 
damage. It had four dead and 115 in­ 
jured. Mayor John Thompson said 300 
homes were ruined, leaving 750 in 
emergency shelter. 
Three more were killed in the nearby 
town of Ruth, and two died on U.S. 90 
near Pascagoula when a tractor- 
trailer was whipped sideways and two 
cars smashed into it. 
At I .ake Charles, 20-year-old Ronnie 
Benoit of Jennings died in a hospital 
early today of injuries received when a 
twister hit Mermentau. 
A crewman was missing and 
presumed drowned when a tugboat 
capsized on lake Pontchartrain near 
New Orleans. 
At Ragland, Ala., a man died when a 
twister ripped up a service station 
shortly after another tornado had 
smashed some IOO houses, 75 mobile 
homes and 25 stores in nearby Pell 
City.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford has won a pledge from the in­ 
coming chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee to act quickly 
on a recession-fighting tax cut of about 
$15 billion. 
Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., who is 
expected to become chairman in the 
new Congress of the committee that 
initiates all tax legislation, told 
newsmen after a Friday night con­ 
ference with Ford: “I think we have 
the ingredients for fast action to get 
relief to the American people.” 
Ford outlined his tax cut plan to 
Ullman 
and 
called 
Republican 
congressional leaders — Sen. Hugh 
Scott of Pennsylvania and Rep. John J. 
Rhodes of Arizona — to the White 
House today for a similar preview of 
legislation he will propose next week in 
his State of the Union address. 
While predicting the Ways and 
Means Committee will make changes 
in the economic blueprint, Ullman said 
Ford’s plan “encompasses much of 
what I support.” 
The Oregonian, acting chairman of 
the committee since Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills, D-Ark., was hospitalized last 
month, would not disclose the Presi­ 
dent’s proposals. But Ullman said they 
were “in some ways wider in scope 
than I had anticipated.” 
Ullman indicated he and Ford were 
not in agreement on implementation of 
a tax cut but were close to an accord 
“on net impact” — the total dollar 
amount involved. 
Administration sources have said 
that figure is about $15 billion.

favored a tax cut extending over all of 
1975 rather than the one-shot rebate 
Ford was considering. 
The tabor-Management Committee 
also recommended that the investment 
tax credit rate designed to encourage 
business modernization and expansion 
be boosted to 12 per cent across the 
board. The rate now is 7 per cent for 
most industries and 4 per cent for 
public utilities.

Soybeans, (Clio’s number one cash 
crop, have another chance to join four 
other checkoff programs in Ohio 
agriculture. Need for the proposed 
Ohio Soybean Marketing Program was 
determined by assistant director of 
Ohio Agriculture, M. David Urmston. 
After careful review of testimony 
presented at public hearing on 
January 6, Urmston announced that 
the marketing program as proposed is 
adopted by the Ohio Department of 
Agriculture, and a referendum for 
eligible soybean producers will be held 
March 3 through 5,1975. 
“A similar referendum failed last 
year because too few soybean 
producers voted,” Urmston said, ‘‘but 
testimony yesterday showed enough 
support to dictate another referendum 
this year.” 
Ohio 
already 
has 
operating 
marketing programs for beef, turkeys, 
apples and eggs. Thirteen other states 
have marketing programs similar to 
Ohio’s 
proposed 
program 
for 
soybeans. 
Representatives of the Ohio Soybean 
Association, Ohio State Grange, Ohio 
Agricultural Marketing Association, 
Ohio Farm Bureau and the Ohio Seed 
Improvement Association supported 
the proposed program at Monday’s 
hearing. No opposition was presented. 
Objectives of the proposed program 
are to aid the growth and development 


of the soybean industry in Ohio 
through 
m arket 
development, 
promotion and research not otherwise 
provided for, thereby promoting the 
general welfare of the people of Ohio. 
The cost would be financed by a 4 
cent per bushel checkoff on all 
soybeans sold in Ohio with at least 60 
per cent of the monies collected to be 
used for foreign market development 
and promotion and the remaining 
monies to be spent on research and 
other activities. 
An estimated 55,000 Ohio soybean 
producers may cast their ballots in 
offices of their county extension agents 
for the proposed program and 
establishm ent 
of 
a 
15-member 
operating committee to administer 
promotional activities. 
Passage of the referendum and 
acceptance of the marketing program 
would mean that at least 51 per cent of 
the voters representing 66 2-3 per cent 
of the production, or 66 2-3 per cent of 
the voters representing 51 per cent of 
the production, favored the program. 
Production in this situation means the 
bushels of soybeans produced by the 
voter in the 1974 growing season. 
Copies of the official ballot and all 
other pertinent information regarding 
the referendum and the proposed 
marketing program will soon be in the 
hands of the county agents for eligible 
voters to analyze prior to the voting 
period. 


Agronomist Urges Early Order, 
Delivery Of Herbicides 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
‘‘In 1974 there were a few shortages 
of certain weed control materials in 
certain areas. In 1975 we expect more 
shortages of herbicides,” says Edward 
Stroube, Extension Agronomist at The 
Ohio State University. 
Reasons for this prediction, Stroube 
explains, are shortages of materials 
needed for manufacture of herbicides, 
mainly petroleum and gas. Also, 
essentially every acre of tillable land 
will be in production, which means 
more acres. He believes prices of 
herbicides will generally be IO to 30 per 
cent higher in 1975 than in 1974. 
There will be very few new products 
in 1974, Stroube says. There may be a 
greater quantity of some of the more 
recently approved materials such as 
Sencor, 
Lexone 
and 
Basagran, 
soybean materials. 
Stroube advises a producer who 
plans to use herbicides in 1975 to 
determine what materials and what 
amounts he needs, and to get his order 
in right now. “Accept delivery as soon 
as possible,” he warns. ‘‘This will 
protect you from shortages and any 
subsequent increase in price.” 
“AU herbicides must be properly 
stored,” Stroube says. “Granules and 
powders must be stored in a dry and 
secure area. Liquid material must be 
protected from freezing and must be in 
a secure area. That means away from 
feed and fertilizer and in a locked 
storage area,” the agronomist insists. 
If a producer cannot find the her­ 
bicides he needs, Stroube says there 


are some substitutions that can be 
made, but he urges the buyer to be 
sure these substitutes wiU do similar 
jobs. This means that if a grass killer 
such as Lasso is not available one 
could substitute Sutan in com or 
Treflan in soybeans. Also if only a 
lim ited amount of m aterial 
is 
available, he continues, do not reduce 
the rate so you can use the material on 
more acres. Use the herbicide at rate 
required for good weed control on the 
most seriously infested areas and 
depend on cultural practices on the 
remaining acres. 
“Probably the one weed problem 
that slipped up on us in 1974 was wild 
onion and wild garlic in wheat,” 
Stroube says. “This will also be a 
problem in 1975. Some buyers docked 
prices as much as $2 per bushel. To 
control onion or garlic in wheat, apply 
^4 to I pound per acre of 2,4-D ester or 
Banvel when the wheat is fully tillered. 
This will be from March 15 to April IO. 
Such a treatment will reduce the in­ 
festation in wheat enough to result in 
little or no dockage in the sale price of 
wheat. Be on the alert for this problem. 
It could cost you as much as $60 to $100 
per acre if left uncontrolled. Control 
measures cost only $2 to $2.50 per 
acre.” 
Stroube felt that farmers had fairly 
good weed control in field crops in 1974, 
but he says there is still a lot of work to 
do especially in soybeans. He also says 
that additional weed control in­ 
formation is available in the 1974-75 
Agronomy Guide, available at the 
County Cooperative Extension Service 
Office.

Farm Exports 
Valued At 
Record High 


For the first four months of the 
current fiscal year (July-October), 
agricultural exports totaled $6.2 
billion, 5 per cent more than last year 
during the same period, according to 
Walton W. Spangler, county executive 
director of the Pickaway County ASC 
Committee. 


“ Higher prices for most com­ 
modities are expected to cause the 
value of exports to surpass last vear’s 
level,” said Spangler. “ However, 
tonnage for the year could drop as 
much as one-fifth, with much of the 
decline occurring in feed grains and 
wheat.” 


According to a recent report from 
USDA’s Economic Research Service, 
Agriculture’s net contribution to the 
U.S. trade balance is likely to total 
over $10 billion and compare favorable 
with the $11.8 billion for fiscal year 
1974, he said. 
“Of the major commidities, the 
volume of grain exports will be down 
sharply, while value will be main­ 
tained by higher prices,” Sapngler 
said. “Soybean exports will be down in 
quantity but value may be another 
record due to higher prices. Cotton 
exports may decline in both quantity 
and value, while the value of tobacco 
may be close to last year’s level.” 
U.S. agricultural exports to oil ex­ 
porting countries of the Middle East 
and North Africa are expected to rise 
sharply. 
Agricultural imports are expected to 
total about $11.6 billion — nearly $2 
billion above last year. High sugar 
prices are expected to account for a 
large part of the increase in the value 
of imports.

Reappraisal O f Farm 
Land Now Possible

Between January I and March I, 
owners of farm land in Ohio may 
request that their farm be reappraised 
on the basis of its agricultural use 
value rather than its “market” value. 
This action is made possible through 
Ohio General Assembly legislation 
implem enting 
the 
constitutional 
amendment called for in the landslide 
vote in favor of Issue I in November, 
1973. The new law is expected to 
benefit landowners in counties with 
rapidly growing populations. 
Margaret Remy, Pickaway County 
auditor-elect, and George Hamrick, 
Pickaway County agricultural agent, 
recently attended a meeting where 
they were advised of the following 
situations. 
To request reappraisal for the 1975 
tax year 
(January 
I, 
1975, to 
December 31, 1975), an owner of 
agricultural land must file an ap­ 
plication on form BTA 109 with his 
county auditor and pay a fee of $10, 
according to 
Austin 
B. 
Ezzell, 
Assistant 
Director, 
Agricultural 
Industry for the Ohio Cooperative 
Extension Service. 
In his application, the owner will be 
expected to identify his farm; furnish 
information to the auditor about his 
soil types found on the farm, their 
extent and capability of being used for 
crop production; and the acreage of 
the farm in crops, pasture, woods, 
building sites, and waste land. 
If the auditor finds that the ap­ 
plication is complete, he will verify 
that the land is devoted exclusively to 
agricultural use and appraise it for 
real property tax purposes in ac­ 
cordance with the rules adopted by the 
Board of Tax Appeals. 
The Board of Tax Appeals has 
computed the current agricultural use 
value for each Ohio soil so treatment 
will be uniform throughout the state. 
They will consider the acres rn each 
soil management group and their 
suitability for crop production. Some 
adjustment will be made in value for 
special problems or hazards that are 
faced on the soils on a particular farm 
due to slope, erosion, drainage, or 
flooding. 
To be considered for reappraisal, 
land must be devoted exclusively to 
agriculture. If a farm consists of less 
than 30 acres, a $2,500 average yearly 
gross income from agriculture must be 
shown for the past three years.

It may be 
possible for a given piece of land which 
is presently appraised low to be ap­ 
praised at a higher value under this 
new system. This might result in a tax 
increase. So, says Ezzell, it’s im­ 
portant that landowners estimate the 
effect of the reassessment before 
applying. 
Pickaway 
County 
is 
scheduled for reappraisal in 1975 and it 
was felt that possibly Pickaway 
County farmers would have their 
lowest appraisal now under the old 
appraisal. After this year’s new ap­ 
praisal the farmers may be more 
concerned. Any landowner that might 
have a question should contact 
Margaret Remy or George Hamrick. 
The law provides that if one doesn’t 
continue to devote the land exclusively 
to agricultural use, he will be charged 
and required to pay back taxes saved 
for up to the last four years. And, of 
course, if one knowingly gives false 
information in an application, he is 
guilty of a misdemeanor of the first 
degree. 


No Loan Program 
For 1975 Crops 


No loan program will be available to 
Pickaway County farmers on next 
year’s production of soybeans, flax­ 
seed, dry edible beans, honey and gum 
naval store, according to Walton W. 
Spangler, County Executive Director. 
The Agriculture Department recently 
announced the change along with other 
program changes. 


“Little use has been made of the loan 
program for these crops,” said 
Spangler, “mainly because prices are 
two to three times the loan levels.” He 
indicated continuation of loan support 
on these commodities when not needed 
would 
require unnecessary 
ad­ 
ministrative expenditures. 


The Department also announced the 
elimination of identical maturity dates 
for wheat and feed grain loans, in 
order to assure producers more 
flexibility in marketing crops under 
loan. I>oans will mature 12 months 
from the first day of the month in 
which the loan is made. 


National average loan rates in effect 
in 1974 for wheat and feed grains will 
continue at the same levels for the 1975 
crops.

Have you tried the “new” un­ 
bleached flour? It’s not really new; ifs 
always been on the grocer’s shelves in 
small quantities. Now a major milling 
company is producing large quantities 
of unbleached flour to meet the 
demand for an additive-free flour. The 
unbleached flour gives a different 
flavor and “Americana” color to 
baked products. But it may not per­ 
form exactly as your bleached flour. 
Doughs are a little harder to handle, 
stickier, and have less elasticity. Your 
products may vary from batch to 
batch, using the same recipe. To 
improve your products, Ohio State 
University specialists recommend that 
you “age” unbleached flour on your 
kitchen shelf for at least six weeks 
before using it. This allows the gluten 
to age and will improve your flour and 
make it more predictable in recipes. 


I have three “new arrivals” on the 
bulletin shelf: “House Constructon; 
How to Cut Costs,” “Range Hoods,” 
and “Electric Home Heating.” All 
three of these housing bulletins will 
help you plan the purchase and in­ 
stallation of housing equipment and 
materials. All three are free to you. 


We enjoyed having a representative 
from the 
Consumer 
Protection 
Division of the Ohio Department of 
Commerce with us at the Extension 
lesson this week. She left extra copies 
of the consumer hotline packet which 
summarizes your new consumer rights 
in purchasing goods and services. It 
also lists the toll-free hotline numbers. 
I’ll send them out as long as they last to 
anyone who wants one. 


Sometimes ifs hard to know how to 
fit shoes on children. In our bulletin 
“Children Shoes,” it is noted that you 
do not need to know a child’s “size” to 
buy shoes. Buy shoes that fit him and 
are comfortable from the beginning. 
TYiey should not need much “breaking 
in.” The length of the child’s shoe 
should be ^ to one inch longer than the 
longest toe and broad enough to allow 
all the toes spreading room. The shoes 
should be V« inch wider than the widest 
spot of his foot. The vamp should be 
loose enough so he can wiggle his toes. 
Heel lifts are not necessary for babies 
and toddlers, but begin at V« inch for 
preschoolers and up to one inch for 
school children.

What’s the latest on nutrition during 
pregnancy? The American College of 
O bstetricians and Gynecologists 
released a statement with the 
following 
first 
paragraph: 
“ A 
woman’s nutritional status before, 
during, and after pregnancy con­ 
tributes to a significant degree to the 
well being of both herself and her in­ 
fant. Therefore, what a woman con­ 
sumes before she conceives and while 
she carries the fetus is of vital im­ 
portance to the health of succeeding 
generations.” 


In an article on nutrition in Food and 
Nutrition News from the National Live 
Stock and Meat Board, the following 
important points were made: I. 
Adequate protein during pregnancy 
should be ensured. 2. A calorie intake 
during pregnancy of approximately IO 
per cent above normal requirements is 
advisable. 
3. Weight gain during 
pregnancy should not be restricted 
unduly, nor should a reduction in 
weight normally be attempted. The 
average pregnancy weight gain is 22 to 
27 pounds. 4. Essential nutrients (such 
as sodium) should not be restricted 
during normal pregnancy. 5. Dietary 
supplements of 
iron 
and 
iron- 
containing foods are indicated during 
pregnancy.

educational demonstration for the 
neighborhood. 
Start a compost pile in the backyard 
to use for mulch on garden and to get 
rid of some grass clippings, leaves, 
and other debris. Then work that 
compost into the garden soil to sub­ 
stitute for fertilizer. 


Fertilize lawn sparingly this spring 
and summer, since fertilizer is in short 
supply and fanners need all that is 
available to produce grains with which 
to feed livestock and supply the 
world’s hungry. 


Expand the garden area to sup­ 
plement the food supply and lower the 
pressure on the family food budget. 
Use removed sod from expanded 
garden area to patch bare spots in the 
lawn. 
On the “lighter” side, it has been 
suggested that some of us may want to 
adopt the following resolutions: 
Provide roosts for the birds. This 
will mean happy birds and will save 
buying and applying expensive fer­ 
tilizers. 
Put the lawn chair in a strategic spot 
so I can rest as the plants (probably 
weeds) grow. 
Move to an apartment far from the 
dirty work. 
Plant the yard with gravel, blacktop, 
or a swimming pool to avoid lawn 
mowing and garden work. 
Pray for a wind that will blow my 
leaves into the neighbor’s yard. This 
way he will rake them for me. 
We could go on and on, but I’m sure 
you have your own resolutions, and, no 
doubt, more serious than these latter 
ones. 


Get Tax Records 
Now For Faster 
Refund, IRS Says 


With the tax-filing period ap­ 
proaching, taxpayers should begin 
now to gather their records and make 
sure they are complete and in proper 
order, the Internal Revenue Sendee 
advised. 
‘‘Taxpayers who itemize their 
deductions,” D. L. James, Jr., IRS 
District Director for southern Ohio, 
said, “should collect such items as 
check stubs to substantiate charitable 
contributions, bank statem ents to 
account for m ortgage payments, 
records that show interest paid on 
charge accounts or auto payments, 
bills for medical or dental costs, 
records of union dues paid.” 
He advised taxpayers to assemble 
records before the tax filing season 
begin. “ That way you have plenty of 
tim e,” he said, “to look for or obtain 
records 
supporting 
im portant 
deductions you are entitled to take and 
you avoid last-minute errors.” 
James said that gathering records 
early enables a taxpayer to file sooner 
and receive a refund faster. “As a 
matter of fact,” he said, ‘taxpayers 
might well give serious thought now to 
setting up a record keeping system for 
next year.” 
James also stressed that married 
taxpayers filing either joint or 
separate returns should make sure 
that the social security numbers of 
both husband and wife appear on the 
Forms 1040 or 1040A filed. 
Taxpayers with extra income from a 
sideline job were reminded to deter­ 
mine whether such income is subject 
to self-employment tax.

Feudal Europe became so

Even the Romans, with one 
of the most durable govern­ 
ment foundations, eventually 
found themselves in chaos 
with levies on land, property,

Kissinger ever got around to bringing 
up its deep concern about the missing 
men, in his frequent trips to the 
palaces and chancellories of the world, 
it might grow into a world cause. In the 
meantime, League families cling to 
their hopjs. Understandably, they 
resist any effort by the Pentagon to 
write off their men as “presumed 
dead,” until all efforts are made to 
offer solid proof. 
The fam ilies want better U.S.

Air Fares 
Reduction 
Proposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
airlines, having just finished one of 
their most profitable years, should be 
forced to roll back domestic fares by IO 
per cent, the Departm ent of Trans­ 
portation says. 
The department said Thursday that 
such a rollback would combat in­ 
flation, create greater efficiency in the 
use of jet fuel and increase the number 
of airline passengers. 


Meanwhile, the scheduled airlines 
reported that they had one of their 
most profitable years in 1974 despite 
losses suffered by the country’s two 
largest international carriers, Pan 
American and Trans World Airlines. 
The Air Transport Association 
estimated the final net profit for 1974 
will be about $350 million, or the fourth 
highest in history. The highest profits 
ever recorded by the airline industry, 
$428 million, came in 1966. 


The Civil Aeronautics Board has 
allowed the airlines three fare in­ 
creases totaling 15 per cent since Dec. 
I, 1973. The airlines said the higher 
fares were needed because of rising 
fuel costs and general inflation. 


Assistant Transportation Secretary 
Robert H. Binder said the department 
believes ‘th at in view of the in­ 
flationary pressures in the economy, 
declining air traffic and the need to 
achieve more efficient use of scarce 
fuel, a reduction in fares for all coach 
passengers must be considered.” 


Ford's Rating 
Declines Again 


NEW YORK (AP) - President Ford 
has been given a negative job rating by 
a majority of those questioned in a 
Harris poll for the first time since he 
assumed office, pollster Louis Harris 
said today. 
Results of a survey taken between 
Dec. 13 and 17 among 1,466 adults 
nationwide showed 46 per cent 
positive, 52 per cent negative and 2 per 
cent not sure on the question of rating 
Ford’s performance in office. 
More serious for Ford, said Harris, 
was that on the question of inspiring 
confidence he got a 61-34 per cent 
negative rating, down from a 48-45 per 
cent positive standing a month earlier.

Speaking Of Your Health

People who work on cotton farms, 
sugar cane workers, animal handlers, 
breeders of pigeons and turkeys are 
candidates for a condition known as 
“pneumonitis.” 
Dr. Howard Buechner, of Louisiana 
State University, warns that "inhaling 
organic dusts can be dangerous and 
cause permanent structural changes 
in the lungs.” 


He lists more than 30 diseases, in­ 
cluding “Bible printers’ disease,” 
“mummy disease,” and “tobacco 
growers disease’’ caused by the 
inhalation of irritating foreign sub­ 
stances. 
Chronic lung conditions can be 
avoided 
if 
special 
types 
of 
pneumonitis, or inflammation of the 
lungs, are diagnosed early and 
patients are removed from further 
exposure. 


Diminished activity of the thyroid 
gland (hypothyroidism) occasionally 
occurs in newborn infants. Unless it is 
detected early, and treatment started 
immediately, 
irreversible 
brain 
damage can occur. 
A new test has been developed by Dr. 
Jean Dussault in Quebec. A small 
amount of blood taken from the heel of 
a newborn is analyzed for possible 
thyroid deficiency. The test is done 
routinely on all infants. The result has 
been the detection of this condition 
long before clinical evidence is 
established in the formative months of 
growth. 
Many children will be spared brain 
damage if this test becomes man­ 
datory. Even though the condition is 
rare, a single child who is spared a 
lifelong handicap is worth this added 
investment of time, money and 
energy. 


There is great hope in the study of 
environmental diseases that are 
preventable. 
Only by recognizing the hazards in 
some 
occupations 
can 
proper 
protective devices be employed to 
eradicate dangers.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In an 
unusual personal statement, President 
Ford has welcomed former Atty. Gen. 
Elliot L. Richardson back to govern­ 
ment service as his nominee for am­ 
bassador to Great Britain. 
Richardson, who had been reported 
for weeks to be Ford's choice for the 
ambassadorship, quit as head of the 
Justice Department in October 1973 
rather than obey then-President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon’s order to fire special*

welcome Elliot Richardson back into 
the service of our country and I am 
confident that he will represent 
America with the highest distinction.”

Super Bowl Countdown Starts 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Ifs ner­ 
vous time for Bud Grant. He won’t 
pose with the Vince Lombardi Trophy 
because of superstition and if he needs 
anything else to bother him. Joe 
Kapp’s around. 
The two ghosts of Super Bowls past 
are hereto haunt him as his Minnesota 
Vikings get ready to play Sunday’s Su­ 
per Bowl IX with the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. 
The Minnesota coach, a two-time 
loser in these gaudy spectacles, gave 
an indication Friday of his up-tight 
posture by refusing to pose for pictures 
with the Lombardi Trophy, em­ 
blematic of the National Football 
League championship. The reason? “ I 
did that before,” he said. “ I picked it 
up five years ago and I don’t want to do 
it again.” 
Grant obviously saw something 
mystical in touching the trophy in 
Super IV because the Vikings lost 23-7 
to the Kansas City Chiefs. He didn’t 
say anything about last year, when he 
didn’t touch the trophy, but the Vikings 
still lost to the Miami Dolphins, 24-7. 
Another ghost of the past presented 
itself to Grant on the eve of pro foot­ 
ball’s biggest game. Kapp, who 
quarterbacked the Vikings in that loss 
to Kansas City five years ago, was 
making news again. 
Kapp, who has since become the 
pivotal figure in one of the sport’s most 
far-reaching legal decisions, was the 
major topic Friday when National 
Football league Commissioner Pete 
Rozelle conducted his annual pregame 
news conference. 
Several years ago, Kapp refused to 
sign an N FL contract, calling it illegal, 
and sued the league. I .ast month, a San 


Francisco judge ruled in his favor. And 
Rozelle says league has begun what 
will be a lengthy appeal process. 
He said the league requested that it 
be permitted to take the case im­ 
mediately to the Court of Appeals. 


Far from the news conference and 
from the Kapp decision, another 
Minnesota quarterback was hard at 
work with his teammates. Fran 
Tarkenton, who brought the phrase 
“ scrambling” into the NFL lexicon, 
worked out in a rain-drenched, wind­ 
swept Tulane Stadium, which became 
the Super Bowl site when construction 
of the louisiana Superdome fell behind 
schedule. 
The weather, however, was not 
expected to be a factor for the game. 
The rain was expected to subside today 
and the game time prediction was for 
clear to partly cloudy skies with 
temperatures in the high 40s. The 
kickoff is set for 3 p.m., EST. 


What is expected to be a factor, 
though, is the probable absence of 
Dwight White, 
Pittsburgh’s big 
defensive end and one of the driving 
forces of the Steelers’ front four which 
led the NFL in quarterback sacks with 
52. 
White was hospitalized for four days 
by a viral infection, released Thurs­ 
day, then re-admitted Friday mor­ 
ning. He is listed as doubtful tor the 
game, giving reserve lineman Steve 
Furness only his second start of the 
year. 
“ I ’m sure Steve will be tested 
early,” said Pittsburgh Coach Chuck 
Noll, “ and I ’m just as sure that he’ll 
stand up to that test. He’s a fine 
football player.”

NEW YORK (AP) - In 
case you’ve been out of touch 
lately, there’s a suggestion 
afoot that the first hour of 
nightly 
entertainm ent 
programming on the net­ 
works be slidable for viewing 
by the ^rjjlre family. Yes, 
indeed. 
CBS has proposed that the 
National 
Association 
of 
Broadcasters’ 
TV 
code 
recommend such a first-hour 
policy 
and 
that 
when 
“ special” programs with 
adult material appear at that 
time that warnings be issued. 
NBC, 
like 
CBS, 
says 
it already is doing both in its 
programming, but hasn’t 
called for a change in the 
association’s code of stand­ 
ards. 
Neither has ABC, which 
nonetheless this week said 
that when the new TV season 
starts next fall, the first hour 
of its nightly entertainment 
fare "w ill be devoted to 
programming suitable for 
general family audiences... ” 
And, ABC says, when it 
thinks certain shows during 
this time period may contain 
material some may regard as 
unsuitable for young viewers, 
the shows will be preceded by 
audio-visual warnings. 
ABC says it recently in­ 
creased its use of such warn­ 
ings and "w ill now also in­ 
clude 
them 
in 
on-air 
promotion and print ad­ 
vertising.” 
CBS’ proposal, to be studied 


later this month by an NAB 
program standards com­ 
mittee, comes amid recent 
network jawboning by the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission on ways to 
protect children from adult- 
oriented viewing during the 
early evening. 
Hie NAB, whose standards 
code is followed by the three 
networks and more than 400 
stations, says the code 
doesn’t now recommend first- 
hour 
“ fam ily” 
network 
programming or advance 
warnings of adult TV fare. 
"We have never been in­ 
volved in it (advance warning 
proposals),” says a code 
spokesman here. "Ifs a very 
difficult area for the code to 
lay down specifics because 
every situation is different.” 
Regarding CBS’ first-hour 
recommendation, he adds, 
’the code has always rather 
carefully avoided trying to 
spell out anything that 
specific because it leaves no 
creative freedom at all for the 
broadcaster. 
"And it also gets into 
dubious 
areas of prior 
screening that might border 
on censorship, so we’re a 
little anxious about that.” 
Be that as it may, the com­ 
mittee assigned the CBS pro­ 
posal has been instructed to 
make 
recommendations 
about it to the full code board 
during the NAB’s annual 
convention in April in Las 
Vegas, Nev.

Judge Cline Sends 3 Teens 
To Ohio Youth Commission 


Juvenile Court Judge Guy G. Cline 
placed three teenagers in the per­ 
manent care of the Ohio Youth 
Commission and suspended sentences 
to the Commission in the cases of two 
other youngsters. The court also 
sentenced six youths charged with 
delinquent offenses and four charged 
with traffic violations. 
A 15-year-old Ashville boy was 
committed to the Commission for 
violation of probation. The second 
youth, a 15-year-old Route I, Lock­ 
bourne boy was committed for 
aggravated burglary. He had been 
arrested by sheriff’s deputies for at­ 
tempting to break in the Pick-Way Inn. 
Charges of petit theft and running 
away were brought against a 15-year- 
old Circleville girl. The court placed 
her in the permanent care of the 
Commission. 
Two 16-year-old Circleville girls had 
their sentences to the Ohio Youth 
Commission suspended. The court 
placed them on probation for three 
years. Each had been charged with 
petit theft at Buckeye Mart. 
An arson case against a 17-year-old 
Harveysburg boy was transferred to 
Warren County, the home county of the 
youth. 
Probation terms were ordered by the 
court for a 16-year-old Circleville boy 
and a 17-year-old Ashville boy. The 
Circleville youth had been charged 
with violation of probation and was 
ordered into detention to spend two 
days of a ten-day sentence. He was 
placed on probation until Dec. 21,1975. 
The Ashville boy was placed on one 
year’s probation for school truancy. 


Another Circleville boy, age 17, was 
continued on probation until Dec. 27, 
1975, and ordered to serve two days 
detention for violation of probation. He 
was charged with violating three rules 
or an original probation sentence. 
Penny S. Shields, 15, Ashville, ap­ 
peared before Judge Cline on a charge 
of operating a motor vehicle without a 
driver’s license. The same charge was 
brought this week against 17-year-old 
A villa J. Balling, also of Ashville. 


The court sentenced both Miss 
Shields and Miss Balling to pay $10 of a 
$50 fine and suspended each one’s 
license for six months after they have 
obtained a driver’s license. Both girls 
were also ordered to attend traffic 
school. 
A defective exhaust brought a $10 
fine to Samuel R. Birchfield, 16, Route 
I, Ashville. Judge Cline suspended the 
fine and ordered Birchfield to pay the 
court costs. 


A $59 bond was forfeited by Harry 
Anges Gaines, 17, Appalachia, Va. He 
was arrested for speed by State High­ 
way Patrolman F. M. Summers. 
Three other speed cases filed by the 
State Highway Patrol were trans­ 
ferred to Franklin and Adams 
Counties where the homes of the of­ 
fenders are located. 
Petit theft charges were brought 
before the court against a 13-year-old 
Route I, Lockbourne girl and a 15- 
year-old Route 3, boy.

—Clyde Holbert Jr., Zanesville, 
trustee of Muskingum Area Technical 
Ford Slates 
Big Layoffs 
In Ohio 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P) - The 
jobs of 14,288 Ohioans will be affected 
by the shutdown of 14 auto and seven 
truck assembly plants across the 
nation, a Ford Motor Co. spokesman 
said Friday. 


The layoffs are scheduled to begin 
Monday. Some will last for one week, 
some for two weeks and some in­ 
definitely, the spokesman said. 


Cleveland’s two engine plants are to 
suffer the heaviest cutbacks, with 4,600 
hourly workers scheduled to be out of 
work for one week. Of those, 2,400 will 
be furloughed the following week as 
well. About 250 of the workers are to be 
laid off indefinitely, he said. The plants 
make six-and eight-cylinder auto 
engines and heavy-duty truck engines. 


The Cleveland casting plant, which 
fashions engine blocks and other 
major engine components out of gray 
iron, will lose 400 jobs indefinitely, he 
said. 


More than 3,000 workers will be out 
of work for two weeks at the Ford 
works in Lorain, where intermediate 
size Torinos and Mercury Montegos 
are assembled, he said. 


Production of Econoline trucks is to 
continue at the plant which is Ford’s 
sole source of the commercial vans. 


About 3,100 hourly wage earners are 
to be laid off at the Lima engine plant, 
where four, six and eight-cylinder 
engines are manufactured for passen­ 
ger cars. That layoff is to extend only 
through the week of Jan. 13, the 
spokesman said.

transmissions at Sharonville, outside 
Cincinnati, is to be halted for two 
weeks with layoff of 2,800 workers, he 
said. 


Indefinite layoffs are in store for 388 
workers at Ford’s Sandusky parts 
plant, the spokesman said.
